Sheriff Will Collect More Money From

Frankfort.—The court of appeals in 
a long opinion by Judge O'Rear, which 
was concurred in by all the other 
judges, upheld the constitutionality of 
the legislative act providing for the 
state board of equalization. The style 
of the suits was Ray and others 
against Armstrong and others^ from 
Jefferson county, and was an action 
asking that the clerk and sheriff of 
Jefferson county be enjoined from col* 
looting taxes under the 12 per cent 
increase made by the state board on 
Jefferson county property. 

Circuit Judge Miller, of i-ouisville, 
granted the injunction and the court 
orders it dissolved. The sheriff had 
to obey the injunction as long as It 
was not dissolved, so he has been col¬ 
lecting taxes less the. 12 per cent in¬ 
crease. and now he will have to col¬ 
lect the 12 per cent additional from 
each taxpayer who has paid. 

The opinion contains 38 typewritten 
pages and takes up all the questions 
numerically besides every one in fa- 
t or of the contention of the state that 
the state board had the right to make 
the Jefferson county raise. 

Taxpayers o? Jefferson county will 
have to pay some $160,000 additional 
in the way of state and county taxes 
as a result of the decision. The re¬ 
versal of Judge Miller means that the ' 
county will have to pay or. en in¬ 
crease .of 12 per cetft, or $20.000,000,, 
In its assessment.

It is stated that there are 4,500 hills 
to an acre of land planted in corn, and j 
with two good ears to the hill the pro-1 
duction would be great. The trouble 
1 lias been that the farmer has not been 
getting the two good ears, and the 
corn that has been grown, even when 
there were two ears, has been small, 
so that ithas taken more ears to make 
a bushel. The movement for better 
corn was started under Hubert Vree¬ 
land, commissioner of agriculture, and 
has been continued under Mr. Raqkln 
It has already helped the average 
yield. 

Kentucky's greatest opportunity, as 
far as utilization of the soil h* con¬ 
cerned, is being overlooked in the. 
mountains of Kentucky, according to 
Hugh McKee, of ‘iWoodford county, 
who was in Frankfort the other day 
on business with the department of 
agriculture. 

The opportunity that is being over¬ 
looked, Mr. McKee believes, is the 
failure to cultivate apple orchards In 
the mountains of Kentucky. He says 
the land there is exactly suited to ap¬ 
ples and would grow apples better 
than any other crop. He recently 
made a trip into Eastern Kentucky to 
lecture on com growing and general 
farm work at farmers' institutes, and 
says he was surprised al the interest 
shown and the desire of the mountain 
farmers for information. 

"An apple orchard la the Kentucky 
mountains, after it had a good start, 
with'proper graying of the trees and 
the use of the right kind of fertilizers 
would make a man rich quickly," said 
Mr. McKee. "In the mountains we 
have ideal conditions for apples and 
they could grow apples up there that 
they could put on the market at a 
price under those of Oregon and west¬ 
ern states where apple culture has bo- 
comp a science.”

Development Work Has Been Pushed

The best of late strikes in the Ken 
tucky field was a twenty-five barrel 
well drilled by Pennsylvania opera¬ 
tors In the established section of Mt. 

The new strike is above the 
j average for that district, and shows 
up as one of the best completions for 
November. 

While new' capital has been scarcp 
in the Kentucky petroleum fields dur¬ 
ing the past few months, the older 
companies have been .pushing develop 
ment work, and uhe -overage number 
of coifipletiona and the aggregate new 
production compare favorably with the 
figures of last fall. 


FOR BETTER ROADS. 


Louisville.—The initial step looking 
toward comprehensive road better¬ 
ment in Kentucky wart taker. When , a 
special committee composed of good 
roads boosters from all sections of 
the state framed a tentative bill to be 
placed before the next general assem¬ 
bly. This bill provides for the appoint¬ 
ment of a state highway commissioner, 
whose duty it shall be to provide plans 
and specifications for new roads where 
state aid is provided. He shall have 
two assistants and hold office four 
years. All counties building new roads 
and desiring state help must apply to 
the commissioner. A tax levy of 5 
cents on each 2100 worth of assessable 
property in the state is suggested.

It Is believed here that the recent 
removal of the body of Stephen F. Aus¬ 
tin from a lonely grave in a Texas 
village to a state-built tomb in the cap¬ 
ital city that was named for him, and 
the memorial services in several cities 
will arouse sufficient interest in ths 
Austin family to result in arrange¬ 
ments being made to care for the al¬ 
most dismantled tomb and the decay¬ 
ing log cabin here. 

The cabin stands on one corner of 
the public square of this city. It is all 
that Is left of the once pretentious 
Durham Hall, Moses Austin's early-day 
home. At the time of the Louisiana 
purchase there was no more elaborate 
private estate in the whole Mississippi 
valley than Durham Hall, where the 
owner entertained such notable men as 8 
Aaron Burr, Andrew Jackson and 
Thomas H. Benton. 

Moses Austin, under a grant from 
the Spanish government, opened the 
first lead mines and built the first lead 
smelter In Missouri. He was at the 
bead of the first bank established in 
St. Louis and was a member of the 
first Masonic settlement period. 

He conceived the idea of settling 
Texas with Americans, and It was 
under a treaty negotiated by film

Spring calves do not receive 
much benefit from grass the first sea¬ 
son, because for some six weeks after 
birth the ruminating stomach is unde¬ 
veloped; then, again, the summer heat 
and the plague of files are a serious 
drawback to healthy growth. In the 
tall and during the winter months, out¬ 
door work not being so pressing, more 
time for feeding and caring for the 
calves may be gives. The calves being 
fed mostly on milk and swill, mill feed 
asd^>atmeal food, and kept In a warm, 
well-lighted box stall and under the 
management of a careful hand, will 
make a strong growth throughout the 
winter, and by April they will be large j 


from the mother. Afterward give sweet 
skimmilk, to which may be added a lit¬ 
tle boiled ollcaka and second quality 
wheat flour. Feed lukewarm twice s 
day, about two quarts at each meal. 
Qlve the calf the two fingers of the 
right hand to suck up the milk at first 
The calf will soon learn to drink the 
milk without the hand. Feed at regular 
hours. After the milk baa been drunk 
put a little hay In the calf's mouth. A 
little bright, sweet clover hay should 
be tied in the pen every day. This will 
teach the calf to eat. Have a clean 
feed bucket Disease and no eod of 
germs lurk In the seams of a dirty 
bucket. A wooden bucket should not 
be used unless scoured out dally. The 
buckets should be washed, scalded and 
set In the sun every day.

Tbe Importance of conservation I 
by the states may be realized when ft 
is stated that four-fifths of our natural 
resources’ are already under private 
ownership. Over this the ttates alone 
can exercise control.

CARING FOR 


FARM HORSES 


(By H. E. KINGMAN.) 

A horse cannot do satisfactory work 
with shoulders that p&ln him every 
time he takes a step. The horse may 
be looked upon as a machine that Is 
expected to do to much work, and If 
some of the mechanism Is out of order 
then the amount of work is lessened. 
But, also, the animal must be looked 
upon as a creature with feeling and 
ambition, taking pride In its wore, that 
Is a willing, obedient and therefore 
valuable servant, and should be proper¬ 
ly cared for. 

rhe first thing of importance (o con 
sitter In tbe draught horse is the col¬ 
lar. Most of the Injured shoulders are 
the result of poorly fitting collars, and 
the fault usually lies In a collar being 
too large- It is a good idea to have a 
harness maker fit the collars to your 
horses. He may be able to remove 
padding and in other ways make tbe 
collar over so that It will fit nicely. 
Heavy collar pads are to be avoided If 
possible. They are hot and cause the 
shoulders to sweat; this kelps the pad 
and .shoulder wet, and the skin be¬ 
comes soft and blisters easily. 

Dirty collars are probably as respon¬ 
sible for sores houldera us U1 fitting 
ones. In the spring especially, when 
the horse’s hair is long. He Is soft from 
lack of work, and sweets profusely. 
T|i!s forms a gummy dirt that adheres 
to the collar and makes, when dry, a 
hard, rough surface, i'he ordinary 
farm hand feels that bis duty is done 
If he scrapes the dirt from the collar 
with the back of his jackknife. This 
method, however. Is not an especially 
good one for the leather of the collar, 
and a smooth surface Is not left. A 
damp sponge used in the evening as 
soon as the collar Is taken off will, 
In one or two minutes, remove the 
dirt This may be followed by an oiled 
rag; if this Is done the collar In the 
morning should be soft and smooth. 

Careless driving, jerking a horse out 
of the furrow and Into it again, allow¬ 
ing him to work with his head around 
on one side, all tend to produce sore 
shoulders. 

Of course, the first precaution to 
take is not to ask a colt to do a full 
day’s work until he learns something 
about his Job and ceases to fret The 
shoulder will then gradually become 
toughened. It Is a good idea to sponge

The truck farmer who Is farming 
without manure maintains the supply 
of nitrogen In his soli by tbe use of 
legumes and buys a fertiliser rich 
In phosphoric add and potash. lu 
this way he secures a better balanced 
fertilizer than the dairyman who usee 
manure rich in nitrogen and deficient 
In tbe mineral elements on clover sod 
that Is already rich In nitrogen. 

Now as nitrogen Is the most expen¬ 
sive element of fertility we can read¬ 
ily see how much more profitable it 
would be for tbe dairy farmer to 
lengthen his rotation one year and 
grow some highly organized market 
crop that would sell for more than 
enough to pay for the purchased 
grain foods required to feed the 
dairy cows. 

lu this way he would be making 
better use of the surplus of nitrogen 
and the purchase of a small amount 
of, mineral fertllzers would enable 
him to greatly Increase the yield of 
every crop grown In the rotatloh that 
Is followed In growing food for his 
cattle. 

I believe that we should try and In¬ 
corporate some of the methods of 
soil handling practised by the truck¬ 
er and market crop grower Into the 
management of our dairy business If 
we succeed in deriving from It the 
largest and most certain profits. 

It is difficult to conceive of a more 
profitable type of farming than a Ju¬ 
dicious blending of dairy farming 
and market crop growing, but In order 
to successfully combine these two 
types of agriculture we must abandon 
old and unprofitable methods of 
dairying and get right down to a 
study of the principles of soil futil¬ 
ity
